Ncne of the news- 
paper men were up as yet, he said, and 
he had promised them that he would 
not speak in their absence, besides he 
expected to have ijuitealarge audience 
to talk to in New York, and he wanted 
to save hia voice 
for that 
meet- 
ing. 
The political 
campaign, he 
added, which the country was now 
entering was an important one, and he 
urged the voters to study the questions 
at issue between the parties in order 
that they might vote intelligently. He 
thanked the people for having turned 
out at such an early hour in the morn- 
ing to greet him. 


Mr. Bryan spent the remainder of 
the seventeen minutes that the train 
stopped at the depot in shaking hands 
with the hundreds who filed past the 
platform, and just before the train 


Bryan, whose face he seemed to ftd 
mire, thrust his rude walking 
stick 
over the heads of those 
intervening, 
which Mrs. Bryan grasped and gave a 
cordial ahake, amidst the laughter oi 
the spectators. 


FORKBT, Ohio, Aug. 1 0 . — A t Washing- 
ton, Ohio, there was a momentary stop 
and about 100 people extended the 
glad hand to Nebraska. 
Considerable 
amazement was occasioned by the fact 
that all along the line Judge Prentiss, 
of Chicago, who was one of the Bryan 
parly, was mistaken for Silver Dick 
Bland. 


Ills Crestline Speecli. 


CRESTLINE, Ohio, Aug 10.—Over 3 000 
people \yere surging around the depot 
when the Bryan train pulled in amidst 
the salutes from anvils and the music 
of a band. A committee had boarded 
the train at Bucyrus, and when Mr. 


Wm. Jennings Bryan, the democrat- 
ic candidate for president, 
passed 
through the city this morning fvnd, 
DotwithBtanding the early hour—5:23 
o'clcck—was greeted at the Pennsylva- 
nia depot by at least 2 000 people. 


He was on his way from his home in 
Lincoln, Neb., to New York 
City, 
where, on Wednesday, he will receive 
official notification by the committee 
chosen for that purpose of his nomina- 
tion as the candidate of the democratic 
party for the position of president of 
the United States. 


He was given ovations all along the 
route of his travel by the people since 
he left his home. 
He arrived in Chica 
^o late Saturday night, restei there 
yesterday and, with Mrs. Bryan, attend- 
ed church in the morning and left that 
city last night at 11:30 o'clock. 


In the party accompanying Mr. and 
Mrs. Bryan were John A. Creighton, of 
Omaha; J. L. Malone. of Wisconsin; 
George A. Sternedorf, of Chicago; C. V. 
Gallagher, of Omaha, and J. J. Johnson, 
with representatives of the Associated 
and United Press and correspondents 
of several metropolitan 
newspapers. 
Messrs. Creighton and Malone are 
members' of the notification committee. 


As the train on the Pennsylvania 
Central upon which he traveled pulled 
out of Chicago, demonstrations were 
made at South Chicago aild the other 
suburban stations, large crowds sur- 
rounding the train at the stations and 
attesting their presence by the use o f 
fire works and braes bands. The train 
had barely left the city limits, however, 
before Mr. and Mrs. Bryan retired to 
their room in the handsome compart- 
ment car. 


At Valparaiso, at 1:40 a. m., a crowd 
aggregating 
1,000 was in waiting. 
About 100 of them carried torches. 
There waa music and numerous ban- 
ners. 
Cheer ^ after cheer failed to 
kindle a semblage of wakefulness in 
the Bryan etate room and the faithful 
party of noisy wakefuls failed to greet 
their candidate. 


Early dawn found the train at Co- 
lumbia City, but 129 miles out of Chi- 
cago. It was but 4:4.5 a. m., but there 
were about fifty people at the depot 
and, much to their gratification, Mr. 
Bryan came out before the train started 
and shook handb all around. 
He had 
come out in such a hurry, that he had 
neglected to put on his collar. 


Long before the arrival of the train 
in this city the crowds began to gather 
at the depot. It was an extremely 
early hour in the morning for many 
people to get out of their beds, even to 
see a man who, unless all political 
signs fail, will be the next chief execu- 
tive of the United States, yet the num- 
ber indicated above did it and when 
the train at 5:23 pulled iu at the 
depot he was given a cordial and 
enthusiastic greeting. 


Mr. and Mrs. Bryan traveled as 
ordinary passengers of a regular train. 
They occupied a sleeper, the third car 
from the locomotive. 
The c r ^ d had 
expected that Mr. Bryan would make 
his appearance on the platform of the 
rear car and as the train pulled in most 
of the people stationed themselves on 
the platform at a point where they 
would catch the best view of the rear 
of that car. Mr. J. T. Leary, chiei 
clerk of motive power of the Pennsyl- 
vania, announced that Mr. Bryan was 
on the third car and immediately the 
crowd made a rush ior it and when the 
train stopped the democratic presi- 
dential 
candidate appeared on the 
platform and stood on one of the 
lower steps, wearing a white summer 
hat. 


In personal appearance Mr. Bryan is 
striking and reminds one greatly of 
the late Samuel J. / Randall. 
His 
manner is most engaging and pleasant 
and those whom he meets are made to 
feel the cordiality of his greetings and 
are impressed with the fact that he 
means what he says. 
Hia lace, with 
its strongly marked 
intellectuality, 
would suggest that he is an older man 
than he is—thirty-six years. 
It is 
smoothly shaven and rather swarthy 
in complexion. 
His eyes are dark, 
hair jet black, high forehead, mouth 
large, nose aquiline, chiù broad and his 
whole head, poised like that of a 
Grecian statue, 
shows 
in 
all its 
proportions that he is R man of force 
and character in hia iniellectual attain- 
ments and abilities. 
He is about five 
feet, ten inches in height atd weighs 
about 170 pounds. 
He ia a pleasant 
talker |&nd speaker and posKeoses a 
personal magnetism that charms every- 
one with whom he is brought in con- 
tect. 


As soon as Mr. Bryan appeared on 
the steps of thfc car he was grasped by 
the hand at»d was kept busily engaged 
in receiving greetings for a lew ino 
ments. 


'\Spcecb, specchi" went up from the 
crowd, ar,d lo the request Mr. Bryan

pulled out three cheers were given for 
him 
This waa at the request of a 
voter, who said: 
"Three cheers for 
the next president of the 
United 
States." 
"That 
is 
sufficiently in- 
difioite," added Mr. Bryan, "to permit 
all to join," and the three cheers were 
given with a will, which was repeated 
as the train left. 


Mrs. Bryan, who accompanied the 
democratic presidential candidate on 
present trip to New Y'ork, was not 
seen by the early morning visitors at 
th^ train. 
She is however, one of the 
most important members of the party 
and THK S / N T I N E L , one of whose staff 
met the lady on another occasion, feels 
ihat it ought, in this connection, to 
apeak b^i^fly of her. 


She is somewhat younger than her 
husband and is attractive in appear- 
ance and manners. She is pale and 
intellectual looking, but. despite a 
somewhat slight physique, her face 
bears evidence of an immense amount 
of determination and silent aggressive- 
ness. 
She is not what most men would 
call pretty or handsome, but she has 
a remarkably 
intelligent and strong 
fac9. 
The eyes are dark, large and 
expressive, the forehead classic and the 
mouth and chin of the same mould as 
her husband's. All her features are 
regular and one is impressed while in 
her presence that he is standing before 
a superior woman. 
She is wonderfully 
devoted to Mr. Bryan, as he is to her, 
and she accompanies him on all of his 
political trips. She is her husband'/i 
mascot and his helpmeet in deed as 
well as in name. 
Simplicity with her 
ia an art. 
She knows how to meet 
people and she knows how to make 
them friends. In fact, she ia a charm- 
ing and gifted woman, fitted to fill any 
position to which she may be called, 
and, if her husband is elected presi- 
dent, she will prove a favorite at 
Washington. 


Ovntious Elsewliere. 


V A N W E B T , 0 . , Aug. 1 0 . — A t Monroe- 
ville, the last town in Indiana, 
there 
waa an enthusiastic crowd of 250 people 
when the Bryan train arrived. 
Dixon 
waa the first town reached in Major 
McKinley's state. 
It is but a hamlet 
and there were only about a dozen men 
and one woman at the train. 
The lady 
was bareheaded and in morning work- 
ing attire, but she insisted on shaking 
hands with Mr. Bryan. At Convoy 
there were 200 more in waiting and 
when the train pulled into Van Wert, 
the county seat of Van Wert county, 
at 6 : 5 5 a. m., there were 
2 0 0 0 people 
assembled around the depot, whose 
cheers vetoed the music of the brats 
band. 


DELI'HOS, 
Ohio, Au«. 10. — Mayor 
Baxter, of Delphos, who had boarded 
the train at Van Wert, introduced Mr. 
Bryan to 1 500 cheering men and wo- 
men at Delphos at 7:15 a. m.

train arrived on time and found 5,000 
people waiting at the station to greet 
the arrival of the party. 
CbeTe was no 
tpeakiug, but the handehaking was 
enthuBiaetic and continued during the 
Blov> of the party. 


In the early morning hour Mrs. 
Eryan, fresh from her couch, appeared 
and assisted her husband in shaking 
the brawny hands of toil that were 
extended to them from all directions 
as they Btoo<i upon the steps of the 
coach. One entiiUsiaBtic citi/.en, unable 
because of the dense crowd to get near 
enough to shake h«nds with Mrs. 


Bryan arrived he was escorted to a 
decorated platform near the depot, 
where, amid the wildest cheering he 
spoke as follows: 


"Ladies and Gentlemen:—I 
would 
not be surprised to find such 
an 
audience as this in Nebraska, but I can 
hardly realiz3 that such a gatherintc as 
this is assembled in the state which, 
has the honor to contain the residence 
of my opponent (loud cheering and 
laughter) 


"1 must conclude from the enthu- 
siasm which has been manifested ever 
since we crossed the state line into 
Ohio, that Ohio has had so many presi- 
dents that you have decided that you 
can spare one now (cheers and .laugh- 
ter.) 
It is gf-neroug of you, and I will 
promiae you that if I am living when 
Nebraska has had as many presidents 
as Ohio has, I will come back to your 
state and return the compliment by 
helping you to elect an Ohio man, pro- 
vided he is in favor of a financial policy 
by the American people, for the Amer- 
ican people. 
(Loud Cheering ) 


"Unless I mistake the character of 
the people among whom we live, you 
will never be able to get them to sup- 
port a candidate for the presidency 
who will continue the policy of mort- 
gaging the American people to foreign 
syndicates, 
when

CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—It bfgan to grow 
uncomfortably warm here today at 
early dawn, and as the blazing sun 
pushed its way up over Lake Michigan 
the intensity of the heat was increased 
hour by hour at the rats of geometri- 
cal 
progression 
To 
make 
life 
more 
unbearable, 
a 
steamy 
hot 
wind, as baneful as fi sorroco by 
the sands of Sahara, blew over the 
city from the marshes and swamps 
beyond the southern limit. 
It was a 
blighting wind and men sought to 
escape from it. It was terrible even 
on the lake front and in those quarters 
of ChicR.go where wealth and plenty 
abound, but in the poverty 
stricken 
tenement districts 
the agony was 
awful 
to 
contemplate. 
All night 
long 
the 
miserable 
wretches 
sweltered and panted in vain for a 
breath of refreshing air. 
They slept or 
tried to sleep by thousands on the 
sidewalks asad on the paving stones, 
while the steamy vapors rose from the 
garbage heaps, spreading death and 
disease. The ambulances and patrol 
wagons from the police stations were 
kept on the run all night long bearing 
victims of the heat to the hospitals. 
This morning men walked through the 
streets without coat or vest and panted 
and sweat and suffered for want of fresh, 
cooling air. Prostrations from heat 
began to be reported as early as 8 
o'clock. Animals overcome by the heat 
lay dead in almost every ward in town. 
They were so 
numerous 
that the 
garbage men could not keep the streets 
clear of them. 
The first death from 
heat reported to the police was that of 
Fred Retter, a laborer, at 955 Seminary 
avenue. 
He died at 7:55 o'clock.

STATEMENT OF FACTS. 


Willie Foster was admitted to the 
institution in August, 1888, being then 
six years old. 
Hia admission papers 
show ihat he had had epileptic spasms 
frpm the age of three to four and one- 
half, but he had no spasms here until 
December, 1892, when he began having 
spasms that our ^ physician 
believed 
were simulated. 
He was an incor- 
rigible child, extremely cruel to other 
children smaller than himseif, and 
with phenominal ability at lying and 
deception. 
In the spring of 1895, his 
epasms having increased, his case was 
diagnosed as one of hystero-epilepsy. 
He had no serious attacks, howejer, 
until November, 1895, He was admitted 
to the hospital department on the 15 th 
day of November, 1895, and disch?:rged 
on the 3d of December. 
He was vis- 
ited by his father on the 30 Ih o' 
December, 1895 
At that time his 
father seemed to be pleased with his 
appearance and the progress he had 
made, lut thought he would take him 
away to have h,im treated for epilepsy. 
Aiter an 
interview 
with 
the in- 
stitution physician he decided 
to 
leave him, that the treatment then 
in progress might be continued. 
From 
the day of his father's visit his spasms 
began to increase both in frequency 
and intensity. 
On January 21st he 
had a' spasm in tho school room, in the 
middle of which he seized a hot steam 
pipe in both hands, and before his 
grasp on it could be loosened his hands 
were very badly burned. 
From that 
time until he was taken away, on July 
3d, he was in the hospital most of the 
time and everything that could be 
done was done. 
When his hands first 
healed they were very badly drawn 
and an operation was made to remedy 
this efiect by straightening and skin 
grafting. 
No child in the institution 
has had greater care from the physi- 
cian. 
Up till last December he bad 
made good progress, but since that 
time, owing to the increase of his 
epilepsy and the accident to his hands, 
with the nece8|ary confinement in the 
hospital, he has run down rapidly. At 
his age, namely fourteen, it is common 
for epilepsy to take a change either for 
the better or for worse. In his case it 
waa a change for the worse and its 
effects were rapid. 
The records of the 
hospital and of the institution are 
complete, and the persons who have 
had charge of this child are still em- 
ployed in the institution. 


No child in the institution has re- 
ceived more attention in a medical way 
than has Willie Foster. 
Since hia 
spasms began to appear serious in 
November, 1895, he has been under the 
almost continual care of the physician, 
and the charge ot any cruelty is ab- 
surdly false, while since he has been so 
unfortunate he has been treated as a 
sick boy by everybody, with the utmost 
leniency in every respect. 
No one can 
regret the accident to this boy any 
more than I do, or feel any more deeply 
I grieved that any child iu the institu- 
tion should deterioate instead of im- 
prove. 
That many if not most epilep- 
tics do inevitably deteriorate is unfor- 
luntttely too true, and so far no medical 
skill seems to be able to do more than 
ameliorate their condition; for them 
there is no cure. 
Willie Foster is one 
of these unfortunate cases.

Does Not Enforce the liawB. 


The present chief executive of the 
city, notwithstanding his ante-election 
promise and the wording of the plat- 
form on which he was elected "to en- 
force all the laws," with the emphasis 
on the "all," is allowing the Sunday 
saloon business to be conducted pretty 
much as it pleases those who are en- 
gaged in it. In fact, there is praclically 
no attempt made to eufore the laws in 
this respect. 


Many people thought when Mayor 
Scherer was a candidate 
for 
the 
office that he would, if elecbad, give the 
saloons about all the liberties they 
wanted on Sunday, and eure enough he 
has done so. 
Under Mayor Oakley 
they had to "walk the chalk line." but 
now they can do business all day Sun- 
day and Mayor Scherer's policemen do 
not interfere with them. 
More than 
that, if an affidavit is made against 
them by any private citizen, the case is 
dismifised when it gets into the mayor's 
court. 


In regard to his enforcement of the 
Sunday laws, he has not proven a dit- 
appointment to THK SENTINEL. 
The 
Sunday law at present is a farce. 
It is 
not enforced and no attempt has been 
made to enforce it by Mayor Scherer 
for the last two months. 


THE SENTINEL has not heretofore com- 
mented particularly on this subject 
because it 
desired to give 
Mayor 
Scherer plenty of time to show his 
hand. 
He has showed his hand and it 
is against the enforcement of the Sun- 
day laws. 


Such gross neglect of duty, on the 
part of an officer, elected to office on 
the plat'orm and under the public 
promises he was elected, deserves the, 
severest of condemnation.

Charges of a similar character were 
once before brought against Mr. John' 
son. The matter was thoroughly inves- 
tigated by a committee from the state 
legislature and 
Mr. 
Johnson 
was 
completely vindicated. 
Such would 
undoubtedly be the result of an inves- 
tigation of the case mentioned above. 


In an institution where there is such 
a large number of children as there ate 
at the School for Feeble Minded Youth, 
and especially where these children are 
feeble minded, it is not strange there 
should be occasional complaints of ill 
treatment. 
In all large schools such Is 
the case and it is no wonder then that 
charges of this kind should be brought 
against our institution. 


Mr. Johnson stands in high esteem 
among the people of this city and they 
would not believe the charges of ill 
treatment which this father brings. 
Feeble minded children, s^ch as his 
child is, need correction; but that Mr. 
Johnson has gone beyond the limits in 
his corrections is probably untrue. His 
record has been that of an extremely 
humane superintendent, just and kind 
in his treatment of the children at the 
institution, and if the present charges 
are investigated he will undoubtedly be 
fully vindicated.

"A year's confinement to his 
quarters" means to a West Point cadet 
only that he shall not have any Christ- 
mas leave or furlougli a«d that ho can- 
not go outside the street where his com- 
pany's quarters are except for drill and 
inilitary duties. 
The tiling, however, 
that the West Point instructors need 
most to do is to create among West 
Point students a seiitiiuent against tlie 
brutal "sport" of hazing. Tliis may be 
difficult, but it is not impo.ssible.

Gold is worth just what it will bring in 
the market per ounce, measured by the 
use man can make of it. So with silver. 
There is no ipysterious, unchangeable 
and inalienable value in either gold or 
silver. 


Houses, lands, food and clothing, the 
machinery that manufactures raw ma- 
terial into supplies directly. available 
for use—these are the real wealth of a 
countiy. 
Books and newspapers are 
wealth in proportion to the degree in 
which they benefit man, or in which he 
thinks they benefit him, for it is ail the 
same. Live stock is wealth, for man 
can utilize it to his needs. 
Iron, coal 
and grain are wealth. 


Money ia only the symbol of wealth. 
It was invented merely as a convenient 
thing to be exchanged and passed from 
hand to hand in the place of the bulky 
articles which constitute real wealth. It 
is not, therefore, money you and all the 
rest of us want; it is the things which 
money represents. 


It may be a new idea to some people, 
but the fact is that making fun of an 
opponent's personal appearance is not 
answering his arguments.

Mr. John E. Bennett, a newspaper 
man of Los Angeles, writes in The 
Arena that the west is full of discon- 
tent 
He says his own city of Los 
Angeles is regarded as one of 
the 
wealthiest and most prosperous in the 
west Eastern people certainly consider 
it sa 
He mentions some of its many 
advantages over ot^er places and adds, 
"Los Angeles, under any arrangement 
or system through which the distribu- 
tion of opportunities would approximate 
to equality, ought to ba^ filled with the 
happiest jieople on the continent. " Yet 
it is full of unemployed men, so many 
that the organization of associated char- 
ities cannot begin to help all the out of 
works that apply. The Coxey a ^ y re- 
ceived 2,000 recruits from the« unem- 
ployed men of Los Angeles. 


Of the west in general Mr. Bennett 
from his own observation says: 


The west is discontented. It is a simmering, 
seething caldron of discontent. You And it 
on every hand wherever you go—whether east 
of the Rockies or beyond them, whether on 
the coast or on the sound. You find it in busi- 
ness circles, you bear it on street corners- 
nay, you see it there in the hundreds of idle 
men who are all day and late into the night 
standing about telegraph ilolea in the business 
centers, waiting for something to turn up. 
You will find it in the number of the public 
meetings held by the idle and laboring men, 
to talk over the situation, in the services of 
the new era churches, which the laboring 
world has set up for Itself because the regula- 
tion clergy persistently fail to take cognizance 
of the causes of the disturbed state of the 
masses. YoU can see this discontent in the 
papers, teeming with attacks on monopoly and 
recitals of the hardships of the people. 


President Cleveland intends thai? all 
filibusters from the United States to 
Cuba shall know what they are about 
and what they lay themselves liable to 
if they are caught. At least if they do 
not know it will not be his fault, as he 
more than hints in his filibuster procla- 
mation. He calls attention emphatically 
to the fact that the judicial tribunal of 
last resort in this country has recently 
laid down clearly exactly what are vio- 
lations of the neutrality laws of the 
United States. According to its deci- 
sion, armed expeditions fitted out in the 
United States to make war on a friendly 
power, such as Spain is officially, if not 
privately, are of cotu:se violations of 
our neutrality and treaty agreements 
with Spain. 
But such expeditions do 
not constitute the only Violations of the 
law. Any one who contributes supplies, 
means of transportation or arms for such 
expedition violates the law and is liable 
to be punished. This, however, evident- 
ly does not include such mercantile 
transactions as selling arms, ammuni- 
tion and supplies openly to Cubans or 
anybody elsa 
Such ^supplies must bo 
proved, to be for the use of filibustering 
expeditions before they can be seized by 
the United States authorities. 


We are not unfamiliar with weeks of 
storm in this country. 
Weeks of high 
temperature extending from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific sometimes occur in 
summer. 
But a week of both terrible 
heat and terrible storm such as the coun- 
try has passed through is something al- 
most unprecedented in the experience of 
the most weatherwise. The storms pass- 
ed through a region unusual for violent 
weather demonstrations. Added to this 
were two 
fatal 
railway accidents. 
Among them all—the heat, the storm 
and the accidents—hundreds of lives 
were lost and a great amount of property 
was destroyed. On the whole we who es • 
caped ought to be glad that we got out 
of it alive.

That the members of 
the convention \vho gave recitals were 
fully up to the high standard set for 
them was evident from the generous 
meed of applause bestowed on them by 
their fellow-students, the teachers and 
professors, and the delight of 
those 
who listened to Mrs. Belle Watson-Mel- 
ville's humorous selections as heard in 
"Why He Can't Succeed," and "Trust 
to Brother Spear." That these elocu- 
tionists had mastered the art of expres- 
sion was evident, and as number suc- 
ceeded number, the pleasure of the 
critical gathering was manifested again 
and again. 


Miss Mary Perin, of Cincinnati, a 
pupil of Prof. Pinkley, of the elocutian 
and oratory department of the College 
of Music, was one of the youngest read- 
ers present, and her name came first 
on the programme of Tuesday evening.

Fennsylvania trainmen tell the fol- 
lowing story of a wonderful aecident 
which befell a family. 
Wonderful be- 
cause, under the circamstances. note 
o' the members were killed nor badly 
injured 


Last night, at 8:15 o'clock, as west 
bound passenger train was bowling 
along at a forty mile per hour clip, the 
engine encountered a buggy on a cross 
ing near Colehour, 111, aod tossed the 
occupants into the air. 
In the vehicle 
were two women, a man and seven 
children, and the remarkable part of 
the story is the fact that of the party 
all escaped injury except a nine months 
old baby, which 
bad 
one 
of 
its 
great toes out cff. The little one 
was thrown 
out 
of 
its 
mother's 
arms • such 
a 
distance 
that 
its 
whereabouts were not discovered until 
one of the passeDgerp, a man who had 
gone through the great Eeaidng dis 
aster of ten days ago at Atlantic City 
unharmed, found it in th^ grass of an 
adjacent field and restored it, minus a 
portion of its foot, to its half crazed 
mother. 
A nine year old girl alighted 
upon the pilot when the 
collision 
occurred and when the train stopped 
to send relief to tbe party she jumped 
down from her perilous position and 
scampered back to see if her parents, 
brothera and sisters were saved. 
The 
horse 
also 
escaped 
injury 
and 
the vehicle tuffered only the 
loss 
of two rear wheels. 
How the baby 
lost its toe is u myetery which will 
never be solved. 
It was undoubtedly 
one of the luckiest tcsldents 
ever 
known. 
The trainmen expected to 
find at least half of the party dead and 
the balance more or less mangled. 
When the train reached the depot in 
Chicdgo, the police held Conductor 
Q^eorge Bonter and Engineer Peter 
Reilly until an investigation was made, 
when they were released, as no blame 


for the accident could be laid to their 
door. 


DAMAGED BT STORM

These rumors were allowed to go 
ucdenied until this morning, when a 
story circulated widely to the effect 
that the canal water was this morning 
turned into the pipes, needed an expla- 
nation. 
A SENTINEL reporter sought E. 
H. McDonald, one of the waterworks 
trustees, and that gentleman gave a 
clear statement, which ia ample refuta- 
tion of the malicious reports concerning 
the important question of water supply. 


"It is true," said Mr. McDonald, 
"that we have built a pipe connection 
from the feeder canal to the water 
main, but is false that the water is now 
turned on. The connection is only an 
improvement over a former pipe which 
the old board of trustees had built 
connecting the mains with the St. Joe 
river. 
The old pipe was laid below the 
brewery and we have changed the 
location to the feeder above the brew 
ery. 
There ia no present need for 
drawing water from this source, as the 
supply from the wells is ample for all 
present purposes." 


"Will you state why this connection 
with the feeder is made?" asked the 
reporter. 


"Certainly," said Mr. McDonald; "we 
want the public to know why we have 
tapped the feeder. 
It is a precaution 
—only that and nothing more. The 
board of trustees want to be on the 
safe side, so that in case of a conflagra- 
tion in time of drought there will be 
no failure of water. 
In a serious 
emergency the old pipe connection 
would have probably been brought into 
use. 
The trustees feared that the 
water drawn from the river below the 
brewery would contaminate the water 
to an injurious extent, hence found it 
advisable to build a pipe to the feeder, 
where there is not so much danger 
from impure water," 


"Do you anticipate the necessity of 
turning the feeder water into the city 
pipes ior other reasons than in case of 
a serious fire?" asked the reporter. 


' We do not. 
There is plenty of 
water for all present purposes, and 
there is no occasion for using canal 
water." 


THE SEKTINKL reporter was informed 
that Dr. Drayer, the city bacteriologist, 
makes an analysis of the city water 
every few days and his examinations 
always result in finding the city water 
pure and wholesome. 


Some strength has probably been 
given the late rumors by the flushing 
of all hydrants of the pity, a work that 
has been going on for several weeks 
The water which forms the city's supply 
contains considerable iron, causing a 
sediment to collect in the pipes. The 
flushing of pipes has resulted in stirring 
this sediment, and in plHces, especially 
in the vicinity of elevators, the dis- 
coloration has given rise to idle reportfi 
about impure water.

the United States. 


He was given ovations all along the 


route of his travel by the people since 
he left his home. 
He arrived in Chica- 


go late Saturday night, rested there 
yesterday and, with Mrs. Bryan, attend- 
ed church in the morning and left that 
ity last night at 11:30 o'clock. 
In the party accompanying Mr. and 


Mrs. Bryan were John A Creighton, of 
Omaha; J. L. Malone, of Wisconsin;

mation. Ilo calls attention emphatically 
to the fact that tho judicial tribunal of 
last resort in this country has recently 
laid down clearly exactly what are vio- 
lations of tho neutrality laws of tho 
United States. According to its deci- 
sion, armed expeditions fitted out in tho 
United States to make war on a friendly 
power, such as Spain is officially, if uot 
privately, aro of course violations of 
our neutrality and treaty agreements 
with Spain. But such expeditions do 
not constitute the only violations of tho 
law. Any one who contributes supplies, 
means of transportation or arms for such 
expedition violates tho law and is liable 
to bo punished. This, however, evident- 
ly does not include such mercantile 
transactions as selling arms, ammuni- 
tion and supplies openly to Cubans or 
anybody else. Such supplies must bo 
proved to be for tho use of iilibusturin<; 
expeditions before they can be sei/ed by 
tho United States authorities.

For several df.ys past sensational 


rumors have been circulated to the 
effect llmt the waterworks tiuatees had 
found themselves on the edge of a 
water famine nud in order to keep up 
a sufficient supply of water in the city 
mains, they had built a connecting pipe 
to the feeder canal. 


These rumors were allowed to go 


ur.deaied until this morning, when a 
story circulated widely to the eiicct 
that the CAnal water was this morning 
turned into the pipes, needed an expla- 
nation. A SEN-IINKI, reporter Bought E, 
II . McDonald, ono of the waterworks 
trustees, and that gentleman gave a 
clear statement, which is ample refuta- 
tion of the malicious reportsconcerning 
the important question of water supply. 


"H is true," said Mr. McDonald, 


"thas we have bu-U a pipe connection 
from the feeder oanal to the water 
main, but is false that the water is now 
turned on. The connection is only an 
improvement over a former pipe which 
the old board of trustees had built 
connecting the mains with the St Joe 
river. The old pipe was laid below the 
brewery and we have changed the 
location to the feeder above the brew 
erj. There ia no present need for 
drawing water from this source, as the 
'supply from the 'veils is ample for all 
preaent purposes." 


"Will you state why thia connection 


with the feeder is made'1' asked the 
reporter. 


"Certainly," said Mr. McDonald; "we 


want the public to know why we have 
tapped the feeder. It is a precaution 
— only that and nothing more. 
The 


board of trustees want to bo on the 
safe side, so that in case of a conflagra- 
tion in time of drought there will be 
no failure of water. 
In a serious 


emergency the old pipe connection 
would have probably been brought into 
use. 
The trustees feared that the 


water drawn from the ri\er below the 
brewery would contaminate the water 
to an injurious extent, henco found it 
advisable to build a pipe to the feeder, 
where there is not so much danger 
from impure water." 


"Do you anticipate the necessity of 


turning the feeder water into the city 
pipes for other reasons than in case of 
a serious tire?1' asked the reporter. 


' Wo do not. There is plenty of 


water for all preaent purposes, and 
there is no occasion for using canal 
water." 


TUK SKNTINKI. reporter was informed 


that Dr. Drayer, tho city bacteriologist, 
makes an analysis of tho city water 
every few days and his examinations 
always result in finding the city water 
pure and wholesome. 


Some strength has probably been 


given the late rumors by tho Hushing 
of all hydrants of tho pity, a work that 
has been going on for several weeks 
The water which forms the city's supply 
contains considerable iron, causing a 
sediment to collect in the pipes. The 
Hushing of pipes has resulted in stirring 
this sediment, and in plscrs, especially 
in the vicinity of elevators, the dis- 
coloration has given rise to idle report* 
about impure water.
